It was a farm town, too, and one 
to which farmers and their fam- 
ilies came on Saturdays for mail 
and supplies at the company store 
which smelled of coal oil, new 
shoes, cheese, cloth, bananas, har- 
ness, bacon and Arbuckle’s cof- 
fee. It was crowded on Saturday 
afternoons and nights. The miners 
came in with their wives and 
script and bought food for the 
weekend, They wore caps on 
which were hooked the lamps of 
those days ...a small teapot 
shaped metal can with oil and a 
thick wick protruding out the 
spout. They smelled of oil, sweat 
and dust, did the miners. The 
farmers smelled of soap and fresh- 
washed shirts, having taken the 
Saturday bath and cleaned up to 
come to town and to the 
company store. 


Magic 

To a boy the store was magic. 
There’ was. soda pop—with the 
heavy wire hook used to pull the 
rubber stopper up into the neck 
of the bottle, to be struck and 
knocked down so the sweet drink 
could be drunk. It was not a very 
sanitary drink, the old soda pop. 
There always, on Saturday, were 
the miners . . . the mysterious 
men who went deep into the earth 
and dug coal. 

When night fell the shabby, coal- 
dust-covered town took on a 
magic, too. Then the small brook, 
or branch, which ran through it 
was beautiful. By day its waters 
ran black with the dust of washed 
coal. By dark it was a flow of 
molten metal, its waters reddened 
by the flaming glow from the long 


row of coke ovens, glowing like |

The company store was the 
heart of the town. On its gritty, 
scuffed wooden steps men stopped 
and talked, or sat and ate cheese 
and crackers, or sardines out of 
a can, picking them out with a 
pocketknife.

@6nce more in an attempt to set up a 
workable system for handling traffic 
cases. 


There is almost unanimous agreement 
on one point. Atlanta needs such a court 
or a division of municipal court to try traf- 
fic cases legally. Without it, within the city 
limits, there can be no effective control of 
violations or punishment of offenders. 


For a number of years attempts have 
been made to set up such a court. Gov. 
Herman Talmadge vetoed one measure. 
The Georgia Supreme Court recently 
voided the other. Atlanta still has no 
effective legal means of handling a sit- 
uation that is primarily a city problem. 

The major legal hitch has been a pro- 
vision in the State Constitution which 
says that where a county has a misde- 
meanor court, all state cases must go 
there. 

All over Georgia there are counties 
without misdemeanor courts. In these 
counties various other courts—mayor's, 
justice of the peace, ordinary, etc., legally 


can try drunk driving and other state 
traffic offenses. In fact, there are 95 
counties which have no misdemeanor 
courts. 

The result in Atlanta has been a 


constant row over jurisdiction in traffic 
cases. The situation is as snarled as ever. 
Atlanta is not alone with this prob- 


lem. Augusta, Savannah and a number 
of other cities lack effective * traffic 
courts. 


The Atlanta Bar Association and the 
Atlanta Lawyers Club have been work- 
ing on the problem for several years. 
They have initiated studies in co-opera- 
tion with municipal authorities and with 
traffic experts throughout the nation, in- 
cluding the Northwestern University Traf- 
fic Institute. 

A joint committee of the two or- 
ganizations has submitted to the delega- 
tions of Fulton and DeKalb Counties rec- 
ommendations which they believe will 
solve the problem—measures that they 
believe will stand the tests of the courts. 

The committee has done an excellent 
job, based on careful investigation and 
research. Its” recommendations deserve 
thorough consideration by the legislative 
delegations of Fulton and DeKalb Coun- 
ties. Those recommendations which ap- 
ply to the whole state are gqually of 
value. 

The need is so great and the problem 
has been left unsolved for so long that 
any further delays are untenable.

Loganville’s Drought 
Shows What Can Occur 


Loganville has a crisis. The two wells 
and the spring which formerly supplied 
the town with its water apparently have 
been exhausted. 

The National Guard has moved in to 
set up an emergency water system. 

Loganville is 30 miles east of Atlanta 
in Walton County, past Stone Mountain 
and on the road to Monroe and Athens. 
One of its failing wells goes more than 
1,000 feet below the earth’s crust and 
was put into commission only recently. 
Apparently, it had tapped a fine source 
of water. But all of a sudden, Logan- 
ville woke up faced with a drought. 

What has happened in Loganville can 
happen almost anywhere in Georgia, par- 
ticularly in the Piedmont region which 
lacks the free-flowing subterranean sup- 
plies of south Georgia. 

Six dry years and tremendously in- 
creased consumption of water have re- 
sulted in lowered water tables and less 
and less surplus water in surface streams. 

Currently there are county and state 
bodies studying water resources and uses 


and the revision of state laws on the sub- 
ject. Loganville’s crisis shows that these 
studies were not begun too soon and that 


action by the state to preserve this most 
precious of natural assets cannot come too 


quickly.

The Regents Preserve 
Their System’s Unity 


The Board of Regents has moved 
cautiously in streamlining the adminis- 
tration of the College of Agriculture at 
Athens and its several divisions. 

An alumni committee, appointed to 
survey the agricultural program of. the 
University System, had suggested broad 
changes in the setup. The committee’ 
recommended the research and extension 
programs be separated from supervision 
by the college and established as equal 
entities. 

The Regents met the committee sug- 
gestions part of the way. The subdivisions 
of the college. were given greater free- 
dom; their heads were given more dig- 


’ 


nified titles and .broader powers, but in 
the last analysis they remain under the 
jurisdiction of the dean of the College 
of Agriculture. 

The action of the Regents apparently 
settles for another few years the re- 
current question of who is subordinate 
to, whom on the Athens campuses. A 
few years ago a strong move to make the 
College of Agriculture independent of 
the University of Georgia was discussed 
and disapproved by the Regents. 

If anything, the University System of 
Georgia has too many equal entities, and 
seldom a year passes that there are not 
proposals for more. ‘ 

We congratulate the Regents on what 
appears to have been another diplomatic 
solution of a potentially explosive sit- 
uation. We congratulate the alumni com- 
mittee, too, for its investigation and ex- 
cellent recommendations, but submit that 
from the point of view of the adminis- 
tration of the entire University System, 
the compromise adopted by the Regents 
is for the best interests of all concerned.

Administration Moves 
To Increase the Patrol 


The proposal to increase the appro- 
priation of the State Highway Patrol to 
enable it to add 75 new members seems 
assured of passage by this General As- 
sembly. 

In his message to the opening session 
of the Assembly, Gov. Marvin Griffin 
pointed out that there were at least 60,000 
more vehicles on state roads than there 
were five years ago. The patrol, he said, 
was doing a good job within “limitations.” 

The governor requested action to cut 
Georgia’s highway toll which last year 
was the highest in history. 

Regrettably, the number of those killed 
and maimed on the roads proves that the 
honor system does not work with drivers. 
State laws on highway safety are sen- 
sible but more men must be hired to 
enforce them. 

The proposal seems to have the back- 
ing of most of the legislators and the 
people who sent them to the Capitol. 
The need for more patrolmen has been 
so clearly demonstrated that this very 
well could be the least controversial 
measure of the session. 

But size alone will not solve the pa- 
trol’s enforcement problems. Quality of 
patrolmen is just as important. They 
should be carefully selected and trained 
to do their jobs. 

In addition to more patrolmen, the 
patrol also needs clerical help to process 
records and keep adequate track of vio- 
lators. All over Georgia this has become 
a problem as well as the lack of court 
machinery to try violators promptly and 
to impose penalties. If the additional pa- 
trolmen become mere record-keepers, 
they still will not be able to improve 
the present situation a great deal.

Dr. Goodrich C. White, president of 
Emory University, talked to an educa- 
tional convention in St. Louis a night 
ago and resoundingly struck the nail on 
the head a number of times. 

Dr. White told his audience there 
should be more concern about why 
Johnny, grown up and possessing a B.A, 
degree, doesn’t read than about why 
Johnny, in elementary grades, -allegedly 
cannot read. 

The basic problem of American edu- 
cation, said the Emory president, is 
“How can we reconcile, without sacri- 
ficing either, the democratic ideal of 
schooling for all with the ideal of ex- 
cellence for those capable of attaining it?” 

The answer, he thinks, lies in yet an- 
other question: “Do we believe in edu- 
cation for its own sake?” 

Too many of us, including too many 
educators, for some time have been pre- 
senting education as merely a utilitarian 
exercise... “get an education so you can 
make a better living.” 

This is only partially true. If a per- 
son does not know how to use an educa- 
tion he or she will not make much of a 
living. Many persons who use education 
on a Strictly utilitarian basis do not have 
much of a life. An education, first of 
all, should teach a person how to live, 

At any rate, Dr. White certainly is 
right about Johnny. 

Most of the clamor about “why 
Johnny can’t read” comes from parents 
who don’t read. Which, really, may be 
the precise answer to why Johnny can’t.

To Share Suffering 
Is the Greatest Love 


One of the most appealing of the many defi- 
nitions of love reads: ‘‘Love is a doorway through 
which the human soul passes from selfishness to 


service and from solitude to kinship with all, mankind.”’ 
That sentence represents the top step in the ladder toward human 
fellowship and understanding. But there are many lesser definitions 


of love. 

A teenager at the doorstep of 
a young woman’s house may say 
at the close of their first date, 
“T love you.”’ And he may well 
mean what he says. But those 
words will have a greater mean- 
ing when at the altar of the church 
he pledges his life to her. Step 
by step he will climb from the 
spontaneous affection of childhood 
to the profound depth of a life- 
long experience. 

The same is true in regard to 
our relations with all men. Let us 
picture this growth in understand- 
ing by using three common words. 
The first is “harmony,” which 
comes from a Greek word mean- 
ing “‘concord.”” Human harmony 
means that a man recognizes the 
existence of another and attempts 
to work out a pattern in which 
the life of each man fits into the 
life of others. 

A second step toward wunder- 
standing is suggested by the word 
“sympathy,”’ a stronger word 
than harmony. Sympathy is also 
of Greek derivation and means lit- 
erally ‘“‘with suffering.’’ Sympathy 
represents affinity and the recog- 
nition that what affects one alf- 
fects the other. 


Harmonious love is seen in tol- 


erance and kindness, sympathetie 
love is demonstrated in a reach- 
ing out to help another, a sharing 
of another’s success and failure, 

A final word marks an achieve- 
ment of the highest possible under- 
standing among men. e word 
is ‘“‘empathy,”’ which derives from 
the Greek words meaning “in suf- 
fering.’ The dictionary defines 
empathy as the “imaginative pro- 
jection of one’s own consciousness 
into another being.’’ To show em- 
pathy toward another is more than 
to cast a sympathetic glance or 
to offer a helping hand; it means 
to so enter into another’s experi- 
ence that when he is hurt, you too 
feel pain and when he is praised 
you too are praised. 

The high reach of empathy 
among men is. found in the con- 
cept of an absolute human broth- 
erhood founded upon our faith that 
God has projected His own Being 
into the lives of each of us. 

Lincoln expressed it thus: “I am 
sorry for the man who can’t feel 
the whip when it is laid on the 
other man’s back.’’ It was this 
same love which Jesus was re- 
ferring to when He said, “By this 
shall all men know that ye are My 
disciples, if ye have Ieve one to an- 
other.” (John 13:35)

In the case of a surprise nuclear 
attack might not the first blow be 
so disastrous that the only reply 
would be like a feeble fling of an 
injured arm? 

In answer to these questions — 
at least in partial answer — the 
current issue of the Town Journal 
magazine contains a highly signifi- 
cant revelation.

The best way to avert a surprise 
attack and thus prevent any nu- 
clear war is to make it unmistak- 
ably clear that no surprise attack 
can prevent retaliation, that the 
retaliatory hydrogen-laden planes 
can’t possibly be immobilized. 
Thus nuclear air bases in the sky 
would be a powerful deterrent to 
war. 

Why 
should it if it is truly a deterrent

matic orders and could be sent 
only by the explicit, deliberate, 
personal decision of the president 
of the United States. 

If the Air Force is maintaining 
nuclear bases in the sky, why isn’t 
it in the national interest to admit 
it, to publicize it since knowledge 
of it by an enemy would increase 
its deterrent value? 

If the Air Force is not maintain- 
ing nuclear air bases in the sky, 
why isn’t it?

That is considered smart politically in this election year for the

It is true that the President and 
the Eisenhower top command in 
the administration and in Congress 
have adopted such New Deal re-

Let us listen to the President's 
words about this conservation proj- 
ect. ... “The government itself 
must encourage this transfer in 
order to achieve the advantage to 
the general welfare that will fol- 
low from improved resource usé, 
. . . It will result in improved use 
of soil and water resources for 
the benefit of this and future gen- 


p 


erations. . . . It will help to hold 
rain and snow where they fall and 
make possible more ponds and 
reservoirs on the farm. . . .” 

This also describes in part the 
aims as seen long ago by other 
public men including presidents, 
of another phase of conservation 
—conservation and utilization of 
our great river systems. 

Yet, under the present adminis- 
tration this broad-scale, integrat- 
ed development has been stopped. 
A new formula, something inac- 
curately called ‘partnership,’ has 
been substituted which is intended 
to exploit our river resources for 
private profit at public expense. 

Conservation laws, like other 
regulatory laws, are not effective 
if officials who are supposed to 
enforce them are not sympathetic 
with their purposes. This brings 
us to numerous regulatory com- 
missions delegated to administer 
laws passed by Congress which 
have been “‘packed” in this ad- 
ministration with commissioners 
whose background and former 
business interests incline them to 
favor the interests supposed to be 
regulated. 

Anybody who knéws Washington 
knows how this has been done, as

Timber Deal 


Say Mining Claim 
Yielded $110,000

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11—Demo- 
cratic congressional investigators 
charged today that the mining 
claim awarded to Al Sarena 
Mines by the Department of Inte- 
rior vielded the company a $110,- 
000 windfall in public-land timber. 

Al Sarena was given the right 
to mine silver and gold from Ore- 


gon National Forest land two 
years ago, but it has not yet done| 
any mining at the site, Rep.

CLAIM TO FORESTS 

Al Sarena was able to take the 
timber under federal mining law 
which gives claim-holders on pub- 
lic lands the right to timber above 
ground 

Republicans on the subcommit- 
tee vigorously protested that the 
Al Sarena investigation was po- 
litically inspired and disputed 
Democratic estimates of the 
firm's timber windfall. 

The National Forest Service in 
1949 had estimated that the total 
value of all timber on the claims 


was only $77,000, the Republicans 


contended 

Throughout today’s five-hour 
session, the Republicans ham- 
mered away at the theme that 


the investigation was actually a 
veiled assault on the whole Eisen- 
hower administration and, par- 
ticularly, on Secretary of the In- 
terior McKay. 

TO CALL McKAY 

In one of the day’s many flare- 
ups, Sen. Scott (D-NC), subcommit- 
tee chairman, announced McKay 
would be called later to tell his 
side of the story. 

“Yes,”’ Rep. Hoffman (R-Mich), 
replied, “After he’s been smeared 
all over the place.”

Al Sarena, which has its home 
offices in Mobile, Ala., first ap- 
plied for mining rights in the 


Rogue River National Forest near 
Medford, Ore. 

At that time, assays of the ore 
showed that the ground could be 
expected to yield only about 87 
cents per ton in silver and gold. 

Oscar Chapman, then secretary 
of the interior, held up the claim. 
Under mining law, the govern- 
ment is bound to grant claims on 
public land only if the anticipated 
return is judged high enough to! 
make the venture commercially 
feasible for a ‘‘prudent man.’’ An 
87-cent-per-ton return, under al- 
most any mining conditions, is 
regarded as negligible. |

One of her newest little coats is the double-breasted, three- 
quarter “dandy’”’ coat.

Roxane of Samuel Winston calls her newest silhouette the

An Impressive 


Conglomeration 


Excitement is a word that is highly regarded these days, 
Practically everybody who has something to sell—actually, any- 
thing to sell!—calls it ‘‘exciting.’’ 

So I'll try to refrain from applying it to something I’ve just 
seen—the Atlanta Art Institute’s new show, which goes up today 
for a two-week run. Maybe I wouldn't have said that this exhibit, 
called by Dr. Reginald Poland ‘‘one cross-section’ of contempo- 
rary American painting, is exciting. 

But I’m not sure. In a way it riled me up and irritated me, 
You go and look at a picture, feeling that, like a book, it is going 
to say something to you—immediately and eloquently. Sometimes 
it does--and sometimes it doesn’t. 


Sometimes a strapge conglomeration of colors and odd angu- 
lar shapes attracts you. You stand and wonder what the artist 
had in mind, what he poured his skill and his patience into try- 
ing to say. You hate to go off and leave it because it appeals 
to you. And then again you run into a highly regarded canvas 
by some young painter who has won all sorts of national honors 
and awards and... well, you loathe it. ‘ 


“I hate that squiggly looking thing,’’ I told Dr. Poland. ‘“‘It’s 
horrid and nervous looking.’’ 
Dr. Poland laughed with patience and good humor. He has 


devoted months to assembling these’ pictures for the show, which 
is sponsored by the Atlanta Art Institute’s Woman's Committee, 
He has visited galleriesqeand sought out young artists and pains- 
takingly assembled what is considered a very distinguished array 
of contemporary art. There are famous names—William Thon, 
Georgia O'Keefe, Julian Binford, Xavier Gonzales, Zottan Sepe- 
sky, a new and unusual Lamar Dodd, painted in Venice; Robert 
Vickrey, Andrew Wyeth, Jerry Farnsworth and among many 
others . . . Grandma Moses! 


Some, like me, will feel outraged and defrauded when they 
stand before a famous canvas and can’t make heads or tails of it. 
But then we can always wander back to Grandma Moses’ ‘‘Sun- 
set’ with mica snow glittering ‘like an old-fashioned kitchen 
calendar. 

The ‘‘excitement” in an art show, I think, comes from what 
Dr. Leo Katz, the Viennese philosopher and artist, spoke of 
briefly in a little talk he made to the Woman’s Commitee on the 
eve of the exhibit’s opening. It’s the effort of the artist—and, of 
course, the effort of the audience—to bridge the distance that 
separates man from man, to achieve some understanding of the 
innermost thoughts and feelings. 


Dr. Katz, who has a show of his own upstairs at the art insti- 
tute, knéw Freud and Jung in his youth, and most of his life 
has been ‘‘terribly interested in the subconscious ... why people 
are so lonely and so isolated ” 

He took up portrait painting, he said, because he found it 
was one place where you ‘“‘professionally have time to be inter- 
ested in somebody else.’’ Although he has painted many rich 
and famous people and many great beauties, he has always been 
struck by “‘the enormous loneliness in people ... the poor human 
being desperately looking for somebody who has.understanding.” 

Dr. Katz, who is spending the winter in Atlanta as resident 
artist at Spelman College on a Whitney Foundation grant, said 
something else I thought of as I squinted defensively at a strange 
canvas. 

“The moment you declare something is inferior,” he said, 
*‘you will never understand it.” 

So, as you visit this fascinating show, careful!

So I had a talk with Janet 
and her husband and let them 
rate themselves on my “Tests 
for Husbands and Wives.”’

The Psoralens are the latest 
remedies for vitiligo (leucoder- 
ma). In this disorder, there are 
white patches on the face, neck, 
arms, and backs of the hands 
due to loss of pigment. 

Normal skin usually tans on 
exposure to the sun but when 
vitiligo is present, the colorless 
areas remain startingly white.

Egyptian scientists were the 
first to develop a product that re- 
vitalized these cells, mak- 
ing them sensitive to the sun’s 
rays. 

Methoxsalen, a psoralen, does 
the same. It increases the pro- 
duction of pigment in skin ex- 
posed to ultraviolet light. 


The chemical is administered 
orally or applied directly to the 
white patches. Color begins to 
form in some patients within a 
few weeks, whereas others must 
be treated for six months before 
improvement is noted. 


The chemical is potent and 
must be used under medical su- 
pervision. Overdosage affects the 
liver, which is why hepatic tests 
are made frequently during the 
first three months of treatment. 
Methoxsalen is useless unless 
combined with irradiation. 


When the drug is applied lo- 
cally, t e stimulating effect is so 
marked, exposure to ultraviolet 
light must be limited to one min- 
ute daily. 

If the drug is taken internally, 
a longer time is required to ob- 
tain the desired results. The ini- 
tial exposure usually lasts five 
minutes and is increased grad- 
ually to 30 minutes. 

The victim must be careful to 
avoid additional exposure to Old 
Sol because a painful sunburn is 
likely to follow. 

Application of the product can 
be done to only a few lesions at 
a time; consequently, oral ther- 
apy is more suitable when the 
white patches are numerous or 
extend over a large area. 

While these chemicals are of 
value in true vitiligo, they are 
useless in loss of pigment that 
occurs after injury, burns, or in- 
fections such as leprosy. In these 
instances, the color producing 
cells have been destroyed to 
bring them back. 

The cause of vitiligo is not 
known. It appears at puberty, 
which suggests a hormonal ori- 
gin. Heredity may play a role as 
several members in a family 
have been afflicted. 

Qccasionally victims of mi- 
graine, neuritis, depression, or 
other nervous disturbances de- 
velop these white spots but this 
is likely to be coincidental.
